He gave direct assurances 


to President Roosevelt for the 
territories of the American 
continent. 


He laid the blame on "Brit- 


ish war mongers" and on Po- 
land's calling up of troops 
for his cancellation of the 
two agreements. 


He contended Poland had 


rejected a just offer for the 
solution of the problem of 
Danzig and the corridor. 


In announcing his decision 


that the 10-year non-aggres- 
sion agreement of 1934 with 
Poland had been -infringed, 
Hitler ominously referred to 
the fate of Czechoslovakia by 
saying: 


"The worst is that now-Po- 


land, . like Czechoslovakia a.,

Britain on 


As a reliable indication of what 


the future holds, the decisions taken 
during the last week within Great 
Britain arc almost certainly more 
significant than the 
diplomatic 


pledges, threats, challenges and in- 
ducements which statesmen every- 
where arc broadcasting. The Brit- 
ish government is establishing 
a 


Ministry of Supply, which sounds 
harmless enough, but is, in fact, the 
decisive beginning of military con- 
trol of the British industrial system. 
It marks the transition from a con- 
dition of "business as usual," with 
armaments as incidental, to a con- 
dition of total mobilization, with 
armaments as the paramount busi- 
ness of the nation. As the inevitable 
corollary of this, the British 
arc 


adopting conscription. Thus the in- 
dustrial plant, the capital resources, 
the labor and the commerce of the 
United Kingdom are 
being regi- 


mented for war. 


There is a disposition to Interpret 


these revolutionary changes inside 
of Great Britain as diplomatic ges- 
tures designed to influence Hitler's 
forthcoming speech, or to reassure 
Britain's new allies. No doubt these 
considerations have played a part 
in the timing of Mr. Chamberlain's 
moves. But it would be a mistake 
to suppose that they are no more 
than gestures for immediate effect. 
What the British are now under- 
taking to do looks far beyond the 
immediate moment. These measures 
arc not something improvised for an 
emergency; they arc organization 
for the long pull. They mean that 
the British have reached the con- 
viction that at the very best they 
must face a long period of armed 
peace, at worst a long war of ex- 
haustion. 


The conversion of the British 


economy from a civilian to a mili- 
tary basis, and the training and 
equipping of a conscript army, can- 
not be done in a few weeks or even 
in a few months. 
As immediate 


emergency measures no one 
in 


Europe would take them seriously. 
They are measures of organization 
designed to cover a period of sev- 
eral year?. That is why they are so 
significant, 
\VciRht of Arms Will 
Be Measure nf Policy 


These new measures show that 


the British have come to the con- 
clusion that while they may be able 
to prevent war by combining resis- 
tance to aggression with concilia- 
tory offers to the German nation, 
the basis of a genuine negotiated 
peace docs not now exist This docs 
not mean that war is inevitable. Al- 
most certainly it is not inevitable. 
Nor does this mean cither that no 
negotiations can be attempted. They 


War Basis 
will certainly be attempted if Hitler 
docs not slam the door and lock it. 


But it does mean that for as long 


as any one can now look ahead into 
Hic future, i-crbal pledges are at a 
discount, and that until the credit 
of pledges has been restored, the 
relative weight of armaments will 
be the only measure, of policy. So 
the 
British 
have decided 
that 


whether they face a long war or a 
long negotiation, they have no 
choice but to mobilize their whole 
potential strength. 


Asa practical matter, Great Brit- 


ain is now undertaking to maintain 
the greatest navy in Europe, to con- 
struct an air force equal to the Ger- 
man, 
to build air defenses against 


this German force, to raise an army 
capable of defending the northern 
flank of the Maginot Line, that is 
to fay in Belgium and Holland, and 
to furnish supplies to her allies in 
central and eastern Europe. This is 
an immense undertaking, and it can 
be carried out only by great sacri- 
fices on the part of the British peo- 
ple. 


In former days when wars were 


fought largely by professionals, the 
easiest way to finance the military 
requirements was by government 
borrowing and spending. This pro- 
duced an inflation which, because 
it raised the cost of living, reduced 
the consumption of the masses; 
which, because it created large war 
profits, enlisted the business com- 
munity for the supply of the army. 
This was always a bad method. It 
is today an impossible method. A 
modern nation will not tolerate a 
war regime which by inflation ex- 
ploits the poor 
and enriches the 


munitions industries. Even if it 
were not ruinously inefficient, it 
would be so unjust as to ruin the 
national morale. 
Greal Britain Goes 
Onto a War Basis 


The alternative is, in eflcct, uni- 


versal conscription under which the 
government controls the supply of 
materials and of labor and deter- 
mines, in accordance with military 
need, how the supply is to be ra- 
tioned. 


This is the modern w^r economy, 


and Britain's con-version to the con- 
scription of men and the rationing 
of supplies is one of the most sig- 
nificant events of our time. While 
it may not mark the end of the 
policy of diplomatic appeasement, it 
does mark the end of improvised 
devices and verbal formulae and un- 
convincing gestures. Great Britain 
has gone onto a war basis wh'ch is 
designed to organize the people for, 
a long ordeal.

MR. MURPHY BORES IN 


Attorney General Murphy reasoned ac- 


curately and with powerful force when he 
recently said. "A good judge does not 
want patronage; a bad one should not 
have it." 


What word in connection with the ju- 


diciary could induce more detestable re- 
flections than the word patronage? 
The 


very idea of a judge, in his judicial ca- 
pacity or otherwise, having to do with 
favors to individuals or favoritism to- a 
community is abhorrent simply because it 
is not consistent 
with maintaining the 


stream of justice clear and pure. 


Patronage has to do with politics. 
It 


can never have to do with the judiciary. 
Patronage has to do with political re- 
wards. There can be no rewards in the 
judiciary excepting those based entirely 
upon the demands of justice. 
Yet re- 


ceiverships in bankruptcy, noticeably in 
Illinois, have been employed by 
some 


judges to reward political favors of the 
past. 


The Attorney General continued with 


a remark not so accurate when he said: 
"It is a bitter but undeniable fact that 
our courts do not enjoy the unquestioned 
respect that they had a generation ago." 
2v 
To doubt Mr. Murphy was induced to 


make this statement after wading through 
the records of Judge Manton of New York 
and obtaining a slight whiff of the judi- 
cial activities of Judge Thomas of Connec- 
ticut But the judiciary is held in high 
respect by the people, just as high as a 
generation ago, because they know that 
Manton and Thomas do not reflect its 
probity or character and because they are 
assured by the very candor of men like 
Mr. Murphy that its high estate shall not 
be permitted to fall into disrepute but 
that searing probes and caustic fires shall 
maintain it on a level of integrity that it 
has kept throughout many generations. 


A generation ago men were found like 


Manton and Thomas -who had to be driv- 
en out of the temples of justice. They 
were so driven. It is this very driving 
process, in which Attorney General Mur- 
phy joins, that builds respect anew. 


And Mr. Murphy is correct when he 


points to the underlying trouble of poli- 
tics creeping into the judiciary. At no 
time in our history perhaps has more 
politics crept into the 
judiciary 
than 


under Mr. Murphy's chief. 


The Attorney. General's attitude to- 


ward the judiciary, on the whole, is good 
and wholesome. Let the light prevail, 
for justice flourishes everywhere but in 
darkness.

stitution, dissolving the legislative branch 
of the government and sending the Jaw- 
makers home. The elections which were 
scheduled for May 4 have been indefinite- 
ly postponed but the President has is- 
sued a statement that he will call for 
elections "at the opportune moment."' 


"My duty and conscience tell me," de- 


clares this South American Mussolini, 
"that I should not only state the facts that 
evidence the evil, but also act to cure it 
radically." We never heard of a dicta- 
tor who was activated by anything but 
his conscience. 
That is just the trouble 


with trying to keep free 
government. 


When a man wants to become a dictator 
he turns a few pages of his conscience. 
And what can he do when he reads the 
message? 
Besides the Fascists are trying 


to get control of the La Paz government. 
So says the new dictator. 


It was not so long ago the Bolivian 


ruler read another chapter in the Book 
of Conscience. 
He was ordered at that 


time, as if by some genie from unearth- 
ly caverns, to seize the oil wells owned 
by our own Standard Oil Company. So 
he just took them. He couldn't go coun- 
ter to his conscience, could he? 
This 


•was very pleasing to the people. 
Each 


brave Bolivian buck expected that 
he 


would get the oil wells. But when time 
demonstrated that the country was worse 
off than ever after confiscating the prop- 
erly it became necessary to read another 
chapter in the Book of Conscience. 
And 


thus resulted the recent banishment of 
free government. 


Whatever may 
be said 
about 
our 


"neighbor" in South America who is 
fighting valiantly at our side for democ- 
racy it is certainly true that the chapters 
in the Book of Conscience, a fearfully 
misnamed tome, always follow the same 
course. First you are ordered to get a 
goat or hunt out a witch. It may be a 
race of people or just an oil field. And 
then you visit extreme injustices upon the 
victim. But chasing, kicking and beating 
cats' paws never built a mouse trap nor 
raised a grain of wheat, and those who 
think up outlawry and injustice do so 
because they haven't the brains or the pa- 
tience to undertake proper and construc- 
tive reform or advancement. 


If one goat is stolen and despoiled 


why not another? 
But what shall be 


done when the goats give out? 
If the 


wrongdoers keep on looking for new 
goats soon they will' discover opposition 
growing to formidable proportions be- 
cause the many goats join forces and "a 
civil war is launched. And if they can- 
not find further goats is it not natural 
to answer the protests of the people at 
failure of the promised prosperity and 
happiness with a gag put in place at the 
pistol's point? 


Nothing is so very complicated about 


the form of government now in Bolivia 
nor its course. But every Bolivian who 
cries out in protest against the harsh 
rule of a despot really invited the catas- 
trophe when he cheered the original witch 
hunt.

The value of the plant 
lies in its habit of growth, its will- 
ingness to live in shade and its light, 
loose foliage, which takes on gol- 
den hues in the Fall. The plant will 
grow well almost anywhere, even in 
dry soil.

The Home Gardener 


By Edwin H. Perkins 


•Every gardener wants peony blos- 


soms on or about Decoration Day, 
A large percentage of the failures 
to make this blooming period come 
under so few heads that doing just 
a few things now insures blooming 
unless the plants are growing from 
roots planted during this growing 
season. These recently planted roots 
should not be expected to bloom— 
but they may. 


The reason for peony failures are: 


unfavorable location which is gen- 
erally too much shade; hard and 
impervious soil; lack of aeration 
and starvation. All can be remedied 
at the present and in one month 
the plants will show their appreci- 
ation by blooming. 


First, remove by pruning all 


branches of trees which keep sun- 
light away, or in the case of a gar- 


den fixture, remove that until af- 
ter blooming is complete. Next work 
around the plants with a spading 
fork and loosen that hard clay and 
other impervious to air and water 
soil which generally piles up around 
a plant that is seldom disturbed. 
Lighten it still further by generous 
additions of sand, ashes or leaf mold 
so that water can run into it and 
not away from it. Then begin feed- 
ing the plants with liquid fertiliz- 
ers. One teaspoonful of potato or 
similar fertilizer dissolved in one 
gallon of water should be allowed 
for each plant. This amount is to 
be poured into the loosened 
soil 


•weekly after first wetting the soil 
with the hose to insure deep pene- 
tration. If peonies do not bloom af- 
ter this treatment they should be 
lifted and the roots examined for 
disease or overcrowding.

A child must feel strong before he 
makes an effort, and the feeling of 
failure and unfitness robs him of 
that strength. Forget the mistakes 
the child has made and encourage 
him to go ahead, and he will.

Note the difference it would have! 


made if declarer had taken West's] 
lead of the wrong hand. Had he 
won with dummy's diamond ace, as 
he should have, he could have en- 
tered his hand with a heart to the 
ace or with a spade ruff, then could 
have led a low club. If West chose 
to ruff with the diamond nine he 
would be unable to take out dum- 
my's remaining six spot, and de- 
clarer could duff away East's club 
ace at his leisure. If West chose to 
discard, rather than use his dia- 
mond nine, dummy would ruff and 
declarer, after returning to his own 
hand, would draw' West's nine by 
leading the jack. Then he would 
concede a club trick to East's ace 
and claim the balance. 


This sort of mistake is a type. 


Generally speaking, a declarer can- 
not afford to use a high trump as a 
ruffcr. when that trump is definitely 
required to draw an opponent's 
trump. In this case the declarer 
wasted the diamond ace for a duty 
that could have been just as well 
performed by the lowly six spot.

Hitler first called upon the rcich- 


stag to ratify or reject his answer 
to the United States president and 
then launched into a recital of his 
aims in Europe. 


The first applause came when he 


said, "I merely restored to the Ger- 
man people what others had brok- 
en by force. 
"I have not taken any step that 


violated foreign rights but 
have 


merely restored the rights violated 
20 years ago." 


"Providence has let me find the 


ways of liberating our people from 
the deepest misery without blood- 
shed and for leading them upward 
again," he declared. 


Assurances To U. S. 


The fuehrer gave specific assur- 


ances regarding the American con- 
tinent. 


"I should not like to let this op- 


portunity pass without giving above 
all to the president of the United 
States an assurance regarding those 
territories which would after all 
give him the most cause for ap- 
presension, namely 
thp 
United 


States itself and the other states of 
the American continent 


"And I here solemnly declare that 


all the assertions which have been 
circulated in any way concerning 
an impending German attack or in- 
vasion on or in American territory 
are rank frauds and' gross 
un- 


truths, quite apart from the fact 
that such assertions, as far as the 
military possibilities are concerned 
could have their origin only in a 
stupid imagination." 


Hitler declared the basis for the 


naval treaty with Great 
Britain 


limiting the reich's navy to 35 per 
cent of the British, had been re- 
moved and that he had notified the 
British government to that effect 


Ends Naval Accord 


"Since England today, both by 


the press and officially, upholds the 
view that Germany should be op- 
posed under all circumstances and 
confirms this by the policy of en- 
circlement known to us, the basis 


still hope that we shall be able to 
avoid an armaments race 
with 


England—but an action of self-re- 
spect. 


"Should the British government, 


however, wish to enter once more 
into negotiations with Germany on 
this problem no one would be hap- 
pier than I at the prospect of still 
being able to come to a clear and 
straight-forward understanding." 


Access To Sea 


Regarding Poland, Hitler reiter- 


ated his views that "necessity of a 
free access to the sea for the Polish 
state cannot be ignored." 


He further declared that nations 


which, like Poland and Germany, 
were "condemned to live side by 
side would be well advised not to 
make life still harder for each oth- 
er artificially and unnecessarily." 


Further developing his attitude 


toward Britain, Hitler said: 


Not "Vassal State" 


"If England perchance thinks she 


may look upon Germany as a vassal 
state 
then our love and friendly 


feelings have indeed been wasted 
on England. 


"Our self-esteem is just as great 


as that of an Englishman for Eng- 
land. We Germans do not feel in 
the least inferior to the British na- 
tion." 


In further explanation of his de- 


nouncing the Anglo-German naval 
accord Hitler said he had "heard 
the statement of the British prime 


nalrc asking them If they felt them, 
selves threatened. 


He merely said "the reply was in 


all cases negative, in some instances 
strongly so."

their foreign policy Hitler replied: 
"We, on our side, might with the 
same right address to the president 
of the American republic the ques- 
tion as to what aims the American 
foreign policy has in view and on 
what intention this policy is based 
—in the case of the 
Central and 


South American slates for instance."

Madison — Wisconsin farmers 


have nearly trebled their alfalfa 
acres during the past 4} years and 
are expected to harvest close to 
1,500,000 acres in 1939. 


This is revealed in a summary of 


Wisconsin county liming activities 
recently compiled by C. J. Chap- 
man, soils extension specialist at 
the Wisconsin College of Agricul- 
ture. He attributes this substantial 
increase to .the extensive liming 
program now in progress through- 
out the various counties of 
the 
state under the direction of their 
county agricultural committees. 


More than 3.177,000 tons of lim- 


ing material including marl, paper 
mill sludge, and pulverized lime 
have been applied to Wisconsin 
farms to correct the soil since July 
1, 1934, the survey revealed. 


Although farmers have been fol- 


lowing the suggestions 
of their 


county agents for the last 25 years 
regarding lime requirements 
of 


their soils, the tremendous increase 
in the use of lime since 1934 Chap- 
man attributes to the lower prices 
which have been made possible by 
WPA labor contribution on liming 
materials, and through the finan- 
cial assistance given by the AAA. 


Prices of liming materials, ac- 


cording to the survey, vary from 
around 20 to 25 cents a yard for 
marl to around $1.50 a ton for 
lime, depending upon the kind and 
quality of materials used. Even in 
areas where no natural deposits of 
lime occur, rail shipped lime is be- 
ing supplied at prices substantially 
lower than in former years. It is 
estimated that the liming materials 
applied during 1938 included 321. 
000 tons of pulverized lime. 57.500 
tons of marl, and nearly 50,000 tons 
of paper mill sludge.

These loans, available to groups 


of small farmers, permit them to 
obtain costly machinery and ser- 
vices they need to compete with 
large-scale farming, which is stead- 
ily increasing in some regions. By 
purchasing and using farm ma- 
chinery in groups, small farmers 
can get equipment not available to 
them as individuals. 


For instance, many small farm- 


ers who cannot economically use 
a tractor on their own farms alone, 
find that together with their neigh- 
bors they can easily purchase the 
tractor and keep it busy. 


By January 1939, more than 7.000 


such loans had been made, aggre- 
gating $4,404,132. 


The types of services small farm- 


ers are getting include combines, 
silage cutters, purebred sires, cold-' 
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storage plants, bulldozers, and ter- 
racing equipment, sirup mills, hay 
balers, hatcheries, tractors,

Average size of group loans made 


by the Farm Security administra- 
tion has been $594.51 per group, or

Ax the building of a house comes 


into the "homestretch," the owner 
is likely to wonder, "Why docs it 
take so long?" He watched 
the 


foundation go in quickly, and saw 
the framework rise in two or three 
weeks. Then he observed the nail- 
ing on of boards along' the sides, the 
putting'in of electric wires, furnace 
pipes, laths and paster. The house 
looked as if it were mostly built, 
but now the work seems to be just 
dragging on. 


In real fact, the carpenters and 


others may be working as hard, 
or even harder, than before. They 
are putting in floors, window sills 
and door frames, and are hang- 
ing doors.

Home-builders make many an- 


swers to different questions. Some 
have the woodwork stained so the 
grain of the natural wood can be 
seen. Others choose a paint 
to 


cover the 
woodwork, 
sometimes 


of a dark color, but more 
often 


light. A painter told me the other 
day that "oyster-white"' is 
excel- 


lent for this purpose; he said it 
blended better 
than ivory 
with 


high-grade wall paper. 


The walls of new homes 
may 


be either 
painted 
or 
papered. 


Some say it is best to paint, be- 
cause you 
can paper 
over 
the 


paint at a later 
time, 
but you 


cannot very well paint over 
the 


paper. 


The ceilings are nearly always 


painted, and a light shade is most 
popular. A washable paint can be 
used on the walls, so spots may 
be taken off easily. 


Some "experts" in 
decorating 


have been 
telling

should paint the walls of a room 
in different colors, say one wall 
red. another blue, another green. 
This makes me think of the story 
of the 
lady who took her 
dog 


(not a very good-looking dog) to 
the White House when Abraham 
Lincoln lived there.

posed a peace conference in which 
the United States would take part 
only in certain phases. Thus, Amer- 
ica did not intend at any time to 
participate m the discussion of 
European boundary questions or 
matters of territorial controversy. 
Three separate problems 
were 


raised by Mr. Roosevelt, and Amer- 
ica would remain aloof Irom one— 
political questions—and take part 
in the solution of the other two, 
namely, reduction of armament ex- 
pense and world economic adjust- 
ments. 
Traditionally, the United States, 


under Republican as well as Dem- 
ocratic administrations, has played 
an active part in endeavoring to re- 
duce armament by international 
agreement and also has participated 
in international economic confer- 
ences; 
The verbatim quotation 


from the president's proposal which 
alone is to be considered in ap- 
praising the Hitler answer is as fol- 
lows: 
The discussions which I have In 


rolndj'r'elate to the most effective 


, and 
Immediate manner 
through 


which' {he peoples of the world can 
obtain progressive relief from the 
crushing burden 
of 
armament 


which'is each da? bringing them 
ZQOTO closely to the brink of eco- 
nomia disaster. Simultaneously the 
government of the United States 
would be prepared to take part in 
discussions looking towards the 
most practical manner of opening 
up avenues of international trade 
to the end that every nation of the 
earth, may be enabled tc buy and 
sell on equal terms in the world 
market as well as to possess assur- 
ance of obtaining the materials and 
products of peaceful economic life. 


"At the same time, those govern- 


ments other than the United States 
which are directly interested could 
undertake such political discussions 
as they may consider necessary or 
desirable. 


"World Problems 


"We recognize 
complex world 


problems which affect all human- 
ity, but we know that study and 
discussion of them must be held in 
an atmosphere of peace. Such an 
atmosphere of peace cannot exist 
if negotiations are overshadowed 
by the threat of force or by the fear 
of war." 


The word "discussion" occurs four 


times in this epoch-making propos- 
al, and it was plainly designed to 
get started in the world a consulta- 
tion out of which an economic pro- 
gram might be evolved. 


In appraising the Hitler answer, 


therefore, the question to be asked j 
is whether the speech precludes any 
further discussion, or whether it of- 
fers an opportunity to carry on the 
debate before the whole world.
